Sey “Guilty” in Ree 
Case, Says Prosecutor. . 


Jurors Fail to Ballot Over 
| Degree of Offense. 


One woman's opinion that Mra 
Maybelle Roe, accused of the murder 
of McCullough G. Graydon was not 
guilty caused a deadlock in the jury- 
room and forced the jurors finally 
to report yesterday, that they could 
not agree, according to Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Van Cott. After the ** had 
been locked up over night, and had 
had more than eighteen hours to 
deliberate. Mrs. G. E. Angis, foreman 
of the jury, reported to Judge Willis 
that the jury was in @ deadlock, and 
could not agree on a verdict. The 
court discharged the jury and con- 
tinued the case until Monday, when 
it will be set for retrial. 

While the jury stood nine to three 
for conviction at the time of the 
jury's report, it was stated by the 
presecution that on the first of the 
six ballots, eleven favored convic- 
tion, and one acquittal. This one 
juror, according to Mr. Van Cott was 
Mrs. J. F. Davis. It was stated from 
the beginning, that there was no 
compromise, and the jurors could not 
even agree on a lesser offense than 
murder. It was also stated that at 
no time did the jurors take a ballot 
on the degree of the offense, which 
might have been first or second de- 
gree murder or manslaughter. First 
degree murder is punishable 
death penalty, or imprisonment of 
from one year to life; second degree 
murder. from ten years to life, and 
manslaughter, from one to ten years 
in prison, 

The trial of Mrs. Roe was on a 
charge of the murder on September 
1, of McCullough G. Graydon, who 
illed in a row over 
the possession of a bungalow at 36 
Sherman Way, Venice. Mrs. Gray- 
don, wife of the slain man, Miss 
Joan Marshall, her sister, and C. L. 
Atkins, a taxicab driver, testified they 


killed Graydo Mrs. Roe later 
admitted that she fired the only shot 
in the fight, but that she fired in 
the air. After the fight the Venice 
police found a blackjack in her 
handbag and a pair of brass knuckles 
on Oscar A. Bowers, a co-defendant 
in the murder charge. The revolver 
was never found. 

The cases of Bowers, whose trial is 
supposed to be the next, and of Ed- 
ward F. Doane and his wife, Mrs. 
Julia Doane, were also continued un- 
til Monday. Mr. Van Cott condpcted 
the prosecution and was opposed by 
Davis and Rush, W. W. Hyams and 
C. R. Burr for the defense.
